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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  FORT  DEVENS 


Archaeological  work  at  Fort  Devens  began  in  1979,  however,  it  appears  no  artifacts  were 
collected  until  1990.  Since  1990,  two  groups  have  performed  archaeological  investigations  that 
included  collecting  artifacts.  These  organizations  are: 

Office  of  Public  Archaeology,  Boston  University,  and 

The  Public  Archaeology  Laboratory,  Inc.  (PAL),  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island. 

Investigations  consisted  of  systematic  surveys  and  testing.  Artifacts  recovered  include 
prehistoric  litliics  and  ceramics,  and  historic  glass,  ceramics,  metal,  animal  bone,  charcoal,  and 
architectural  debris. 

It  appears  that  small  amounts  of  archaeological  material  have  also  been  collected  from 
Fort  Devens  by  a  private  collector  in  the  area  and  by  Fort  Devens  persormel.  However,  the 
location  of  material  collected  by  these  individuals  could  not  be  ascertained  with  any  degree  of 
certainty,  and  thus  will  not  be  included  in  this  report. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

A  total  of  approximately  8,705  artifacts  have  been  identified  for  Fort  Devens.  As  of  the  date  of 
this  report,  the  collections  and  associated  documentation  are  located  in  the  following  two 
repositories: 

PAL,  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island 

Office  of  Public  Archaeology,  Boston  University 

The  attached  Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from  Fort 
Devens  (Appendix  I)  provides  detailed  information  about  each  collection  derived  as  a  result  of 
archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  Additionally,  a  catalogue  of  collections  currently 
held  by  PAL  has  been  included  (Appendix  II).  A  collection  consists  of  all  of  the  materials. 
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artifacts,  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photos,  data  analyses, 
correspondence)  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigation  or  project  at  a  single  site 
or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been  investigated  by 
various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting  collections  are  curated, 
they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate  components  of  a  single 
collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become  separated,  we  list  the  records 
collections  repository  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 


REFERENCES  TO  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS 

Three  sets  of  references  regarding  archaeological  work  conducted  on  Fort  Devens  are  attached: 
Appendix  III  contains  the  list  of  references  reviewed  by  the  MCX  during  its  archival  research; 
Appendix  IV  is  the  list  of  references  contained  in  the  National  Archeological  Data  Base 
(NADB);  and  Appendix  V  provides  references  cited  in  the  literature  but  not  reviewed  by  MCX. 


NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  FORT  DEVENS 


According  to  Glover  and  Boire  (1993:62),  at  the  time  of  European  contact  the  Nipmuc  inhabited 
the  area  now  occupied  by  Fort  Devens,  and  the  Western  Abenaki  inhabited  the  area  to  the  north 
and  northwest.  Salwen's  map  of  tribal  territories  in  southern  New  England  circa  1630  depicts  the 
Nashaway,  a  subgroup  of  the  Nipmuc,  as  located  in  the  area  of  the  Fort's  lands  (1978:161). 

No  land  claims  were  adjudicated  for  the  Fort  Devens  area  in  the  1978  Indian  Land  Claims 
cases  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.).  No  federally  recognized  tribes  claim  the  area.  The  state  of  Massachusetts 
recognizes  the  Nipmuc-Hassanamisco  tribe  and  they  are  currently  pursuing  federal  recognition. 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  lOi-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Neither  of  the  tribes 
referenced  above  has  been  federally  recogmzed  at  this  time.
